The Liberal party has been In the 
saddle in the province of Quebec 
uninterruptedly since ©1900, when 
lion. N. S. Parent wrested the reins 
of power from tho Conservative gov- 
ernment. Mr., Parent was premier 
until 1905 when bo resigned. He 
was afterwards chairman of the 
Trancontinental Railway Commission 
which consiructed the government 
road from Moncton to Prince Rupert 
Mr. Parent was succeeded by Lon, 
now Sir Lomer Gouln, who heli of- 
fice tl 1920, when the present prime 
minister, Hon, L.A. Taschereau, 
succeeded him as premler. After be- 
ing in retirement till the federal 
general elections of 1921 Sjr Lomer 
entered public Ife again and is now 
Minister of Justice at Ottawa. 

Since coming Into ‘office the Lib- 
erals have been called upon’ to fight 
five by-elections, thelr . majority: in- 
creasing with each election, until in 
1919. so many of the followers of Sir 
Lomer Gouln were not opposed that 
his government was elected by ‘ac- 
elamation au the nominations, ac- 
compliabing a feat unique in the, pol- 
ileal history of Canada,

Mr. Gouin 
was beaten fn the St. James division 
of Menireal by Mr. Bourassa in that 
election, although returned In an-

Portneuf. The 1916 election follow- 
ed closely. upon the submission to 
the Legislature of a bill to permit 
municipailties and sachoul ‘commis- 
sions In Quebec ta grant sums of 
money to French Canadiana in On- 
jario in order to ensble them to 
fight for the teaching of French in 
their schools, When the measure 
came up In the Jower House, Philo- 
men Cousinesu, the then leader of 
th pposition, sinch elevated to the 
neh, opposed lt, elaiming that it 
was unconstitutional, ‘The Bill pass- 
d the legislative assembly but the 
relief clause wis deleted in the up- 
per House, Mr, Cousineau and his 
followers were badly beaten at the 
polla, the opposition leader being de- 
feated in his own constituency, The 
Conservative leaders blamed their 
defeat on thelr Kland againat tho re- 
lief. clauses. The Liberals went of- 
ficlatly to the country. on their. re- 
cord as a progressive administration.

This, ina sense, is true, Cornwall’ 
does seem “foreign”—and it is only 
because it Is really very old English. 

_ For down In this furtheat,west cor- 
ner of England, everywhere you come 
upon relics of England's early grand- 
fathers. The place teems with an- 
elent folk lore, of half-forgotien an- 
¢lent customs, of the remains of the 
old Briton’s language which up toa 
couple of hundred years ago was still 
spoken in many of the more remote 
Cornish villages. 

Even to-day you will find old Corn- 
ish words cropping up In the speec 
of the country folk. Mats 

The well-known’ Cornish words; 
Tre, Pol and Pen, which occur. s0 
often in place names, mean: Tre, a 
dwelling place; Pol, a pool, or the 
place above a port or harbor; and 
Pen, a hilltop. Chy is a house; 
Maen, a rock or stone; Lan, an en- 
closure, generally a church” enclo- 
sure, and Eglos, a church. 

The Manactes, those cruel rocks 
off the Lizard coast, ate really 
“Maen-Eglos,” or the church rocks, 
‘and if you have ever seen them at 
low tide you will know how like a 
steepled church they look in the dis- 
tance. Z 

Brown Willy, the Cornish moun- 
tain, puzzles many visitors by its 
queer name. Yet it is very simply. 
named. Brown Willy was Bron Weill, 
which means “highest hill,” and that 
is exactly what it is. 

And then the old Cornish lexends. 
The place is full of wonderful fairy 
book stories of piskies—not pixies 
In Cornwa!] — and giants and little 
people.

“Three elements there are which 
constitute the pre-eminent glory of 
the cathedrals,” saya Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Welldon in the Contemporary 
Rqview. “One is their architectural 
beauty. 

“Whether Victor Hugo was right 
or wrong when, in his famous ro- 
mance ‘Notre Dame de Paris,’ he 
spoke of architecture as the litera- 
ture of the Middle Ages, because men 
+ expreased in stones before the age of 
Printing the lofty and noble senti- 
ments which they afterwards* come 
mitted to books, it is certain that 
the cathedrals were the supreme ex- 
Pression of artistic genius. Every or 
almost every English cathedral pos- 
sesses its own secret, and teaches Its! 
own lesson. How different are the} 
feelings excited by St. Paul's Cathe- 
éral, by York Minster, and by the 
Cathedrals of Canterbury, Durham, 
Winchester, Gloucester, Wells and 
Salisbury. Yet each of these cathe- 
drals Is a storehouse alike of beauty 
and history. 

“Nathaniel Hawthorne, one of the 
most distinguished among the Amer- | 
ican writers who have loved the Eng- 
lish cathedrals, could write in his 
book, entitled, ‘Our Old Home’; ‘A 
Gothic cathedral is surely the most 
wonderful work which mortal man 
has yet achieved, so vast, so intri- 
cate, and so profoundly simple, with 
such dtrange, delightful recesses in 
its grand Asure; so dificult to under- 
stand within one idea, and yet all 
s0 consonant that it ultimately draws 
the beholder and his universe Into 
tta harmony.’

He was only eleven years of age 
when he started work. At that time 
every office. boy in London waa} in 
the grip of the foreign stamp trare. 
Every evening they filled Birehin 
Lane, where stamps were caxerly 
bought, sold, and exchanged, Large 
sums of money were made by these 
young _speculators,, some of whom 
even had notepaper and cards printed 
bearing the words “Foreign ‘Stamp 
Merchant.” = 

John Benn decided to try-his luck 
in. this business; and after a hard 
struggle he collected a hundred 
stamps. Then he went out to sell 
them. Almost immediately two boys 
approached him and asked if he had 
any stamps to sell. They went into 
@ quiet court to make a bargain, but 
as soon as they had got away from 
the crowd young -Benn pecelved: a 
stagcering hiow. When he recovered 
hia assailants had vanished, taking 
his collection with them. - 

Luckily, however, ha managed to 
trace them, and after threatening to 
call a policeman he regained his por- 
tion of his prope:ty. After thia things 
ran more smoothly, and he ¢atabilsh- 
ed a little stamp busineas. In three 
years—before he was fourteen years 
of age—he had accomplished the 
astonishing feat of saving elghty 
pounds, 





Bleak Bardsley. 

Of alt the bleak spots around the 
coasia of Britain, one of the barest 
{s Bardsey island, which till recently 
was “ruled over” by Jobn Williams, 
the aged “king” of the Isle. 

Bardsey meane literally “Bards” 
Island,” and tradition asserts that it 
wan tho last retreat of the ancient 
Welsh bards, from oné of whom Wil- 
lams clalms descent. 

Though ill- manpered folk were 
wént to laugh at the king and his 
claims, Williams himself toqk them 
quite seriously, and when the war 
broke out he caused a ripple of mer- 
riment, even during that terrible 
time, by solemnly feauing a “deciar- 
ation of neutrality on the part of 
al 

Bardsey is one of the lonelieat 
spots ‘imaginable, ®eing situated at 
some distance frout’ the Carnarvon- 
shire coast at the northern extremity 
of Cardigan Bay. 

It fa two and a-balf miles long by 
one broad, with an area of about 370 
acres, of which, one-third Is hilly and 
barren. On the remainder scanty 
crops of potatoes, barley and oats are 
grown. 

Thirty years agq the island bad a 
population of 124, but since then it 
has dwindled to about forty all told. 
Thin is scarcely to be wondered at, 
for a less desirable place of residence 
would de hard to find. 

Iq winter the Island Ix often cut 
off from the mainland for weeks (o- 
gether by reason of the rough s¢a 
separating Bardsey from the Carna 
vonshire coast, and on these occasions 
the islanders find themselves com- 
pelled to subsist mainly on potatoes, 
while the stock of tobacco frequently 
runs so short that even the king has 
been forced to seek solace in dried 
tea leaves and colt’s foot leares. 

Even in calm weather Bardsey is 
dificult, of approach, being accessible 
only on the southeast side, and: then 
only at a certain state of the tide, 
which, during the ebb and flow, races 
between It and the mainiana with 
great fury. Hence its Welsh name, 
Ynys Enlli—titerally “The Isle of 
the Currents.” 

There is a chepel, with its min- 
ister, on the Island, as well as a d 
school for the few children who bri! 
the only gleam of sunshine into that 
desolate spot off the coast of North 
Wales. 








. Measuring Ocean Wares. 

The shock of, the Atlantic Ocean 
beating upon the west coast of Ire- 
land has been felt and recorded at 
Birmingham, England. 

This. remarkable atatemenot was 
made in a lecture by Prof. J. W. 
Evans,-who produced the actual re- 
cord of the arrival of the shocks. 
Each wave on the record representa 
a tremor that is belleved to hare 
traveled through the earth’s rocky 
crust, passing under the Irish Sea 
at a apeed of 180 miles a minute. 

An Atlantic roller°measuring 130 
feet from crest to-crest has been 
timed to pass a given spot in fiva 
seconds, white a roller 335 feet long 
passed in eight seconds. 

The instrument used for recording 
these shotks ina very delicate sels- 
mometer, which also registers earth- 
Quakes and so on. “iy 

Some idea of the size of the ocean- 
wave shocks can be gathered from 
an illustration given by Prof, Evans. 
A feeble earthqtiake shock produces 
a disturbance like that experienced 
by baggage on the seat of a train 
traveling at thirty-four miles an 
hour, if the train came to a standstill 
in one minute. A severe earthquake 
produces a shock’ similar to that 
which would be felt if the train 
utopped ‘in one second; while the 
wave shocks are the same ‘as if the 
train took six montha to stop.

Though 
sent out with its mother, it never 
picks up her tricks. The good sheep- 
dog has its aptitude for driving from 
birth.

But ‘those tow’ shirts ‘stood: by you; 
if, in climbing a tree, you lost your 
hold and caught on a limb, your. linen 
trousers would hold you! IE 
“The bistory..of the stuff from 
which they were made is interesting. 
‘It was pulled by the roots, rotted on 
the ground, broken with! a ‘crackle,’ 
flogged with a awingle and then 
drawn through a hatchel—aut of that 
ordeal came, the flax. How clearly I 
remember father working with ee 
the bright; sharp reh dal 
breaking it and then awingling it 
with a long wooden: swordiike tool 
over the end of an upright board 
fixed at the base in a heavy block. 
That treatment was to separate the 
brittle fragments of the bark from 
the fibres of the fax. Then in large 
handfuls he would draw the Sax 
through the hatchel, an Instrument 
with & score or giore of long, sbere, 
fron teeth set into a board, row 
bind row. The hatchel combed out 
the tow and the other worthless ma- 
terial, It was a mighty good disci- 
pline for the fax; it straightened its 
fibres and made it as clear and fine 
asa girl's tresses. Out of the tow 
we twisted bag strings, flail strings 
and other strings. With the worth- 
less parts we made huge bonfires. 

“Mother would mass the fax upon 
her distaff and spin it into threads. 
Then the flax was spun on a quill 
that ran by means of the foot, and 
the quills, or spools, that held the 
thread were used in a shuttle when 
the cloth was being woven. The old 
loom stood in the hogpen’ chamber, 
and there mother would weave her 
Mnen, her rag carpets and her wool- 
len’ goods. ‘I have quilled for her 
many a time—that is, run the yarn 
of the reel on spools to be used in 
the shuttle.” 
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Tall Chimneys. 

Factory chimneys, generally, by 

the way, called “stacks,” are tall for 
two reasons, 
As every child knows, hot air, 
rises, and the draught is produced by 
the heated air in the chimney rising 
and so causing fresh air to rush to 
take its place. The higher the chim- 
ney, the flercer the draught. 

The second reason is that the| 
sparks flying up from a furnace, the 
volume of carbonic acid gas discharg- 
ed from clouds of foul smoke, and in 
the case of certain works, such 4s 
chemical factories, the paste pro- 
ducts themselves, would, unless tak- 
en to a height well above ordinary 
roof level, constitute not only a nuis- 
ance, but a grave danger to public 
heaith and safety. é 

The minimum height of stacks is 

therefore regulated by the authori- 
ties, many local boards making their 
own rules, but all working under 
the Board of Trade in accordance 
with the Public Health Act. 
The highest stack In Britain is 
435 feet High—at St,.Rollox, Glas- 
gow, but in the United States chim- 
neya have been bullt even higher, as, 
for instance, the 506 feet of the Mon- 
tana Copper Company.
